Yesterday information came by 
wire from Cananea that there was 
a strike of Mexican miners in that 
great camp, and that the striking 
miners were rioting and commit- 
ting numerous acts of great viol- 
ence. Laterin the day and late 
last night there came additional 
information, from which Tar Ossts 
culls the tollowing: 

It is understood that during the 
past month the Mexican miners 
employed atthe camp, of whom 
there are some 5,000, have been 
organizing to make a demand upon 
the company to be paid the same 
wages as are paid American min- 
ers, and tostrike June Ist were 
the demand not complied with, 
Accordingly the strike commenced 
yesterday. Bodies of the strikers 
went about calling men everywhere 
tuquit work, One such body went 
to the extensive lumber yard where 
there wasalargeforce. Mr. George 
Metealf head of the development 


Kepurtment of the Cananca 
Woneolidated Copper Company, 
who was therve,, opposed the 


devunk of the strikers, and in- 
sise upon the men continuing 
their work. Heand his brother 
William Metcalf were assaulted by 


the strikers and killed, But they 
put up such a fight that it isre- 
ported that they killed nine 
strikers before they were des- 
patched. Then the passions of 


the strikers were aroused, and they 
sought to vent their hatred, com- 


mencing a warfare upon Amer-
